L ondon, March 7.—Folio* ,‘ng are ad­ 
ditional details about the destruction of 
Cassamaociola: The shock took place on 
Friday afternoon and lasted seven sec­ 
onds. It was accompanied by a noise, 
like subterranean thunder; then ce me 
the crash of falling lions:s, ming,;*ig 
with the shrieks of the v lclims. Mothers 
wore found * 1th their infants stiff cl;,ig- 
ing to their breasts. 
At Amnes five persons were k’ffed 
aud thirteen 
houses destroyed. 
The 
panic-stricken inhabitants arc camping ;n 
the fields, afraid ts venture back. 
Many deeds of heroism were perfoi di­ 
ed by the military. A Neapolitan ser­ 
geant plunged among the ruius of a fall­ 
en house and rescued a woman with her 
babe. A corporal saved a blind man, who, 
unconscious of his danger, struggled with 
his rescuer. 
At Villa Cornetti two girls, who were 
playing upon the doorstep, were struck 
dead by the falling architrave. Two 
hundred houses were thrown down, and 
mr ny others were damaged and made 
uninhabitable. The killed number 194, 
and many more are injured. 
The total 
number of victims is estimated at 3< J. 
The wounded are being conveyed in 
steamers to tile hospital of tho Pellegrini 
at Naples. 
Harrowing scenes were presented at 
the mortuary chamber; mothers, wives 
aud children striving to snatch the dead

opinion is rather against our view than 
otherwise. 
A scientific observer remarks that the 
name of this leaning tower does not 
convey a true notion of the form of the 
building. 
It is, he remarks in fact, a 
“ twisted ” tower, there being an irregu­ 
lar curvature in the building. 
But he 
conjectures that this “ twist” was due 
to the subsidence of the foundation dur­ 
ing the erection, and an attem pt on the 
part of the architect to “ right” the 
building as the w’ork proceeded. 
In conclusion it mav interest some of 
our r e a d e r s to learn that “ it was from 
the summit of tills celebrated leaning 
tower of Pisa that Galileo made, in tile 
seventeenth century’, a series of obser­ 
vations, from which he deduced the 
principles of the gravitation of the 
earth. ” — Ezcha tigc.

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The Leaning Tower of Pisa. 
The city of Pisa in Tuscany is one of 
the most interesting places in Central 
Italy. 
The city is ouilt on the Amo, 
which divides it into two nearly equal 
parts 
The cathedral is a very hand­ 
some structure, and with its attendant 
buildings the Baptistry, and the Compo 
Lanto, or cemetery, afford examples of 
some of the finest specimens of early 
Gothic architecture. 
But most re­ 
markable of all, perhaps, is the belfry 
of the cathedral, oras it is better known, 
the leaning Tower of Pisa. 
It is to the 
existence of the structure named that 
the city of Pisa chiefly owes its fame, 
and the leaning; tower was originally 
placed in the category of the “ Seven 
Wonders of the World,” and reaches 
an elevation of about 150 feet. 
This 
singular structure stands in an inclosed 
square along w ith tile principal cathe­ 
dral of Pisa, and within a few feet of 
that building, as a belfry, for w hich it 
was erected. 
At the period in w hich 
the cathedral was built, the year 1150, 
it w*as customary to erect the lid fries 
apart from churches. Of this peculiarity 
OI early ecclesiastical architecture there 
are many instances to be found on the 
continent of Eurojie, especially in Italy. 
But the tower to w’hich we call attention, 
irrespective of its being, in connection 
with the cathedral, a noble specimen of 
mediaeval 
architecture, 
has 
alwavtf 
Tendered the town of Fisa famous from 
'Jfftepeculiarity of its inclining at an angle 
which, to a stranger passing under it, 
would seem to threaten its instant fall. 
Indeed, there is considerable difference 
of opinion amongst scientific observers 
s s to whether the structure depends for 
its stability on the well-known law of 
gravity having been complied with its 
> erection, or upon the greater tenacity 
of its materials. 
It is described as 
‘♦consisting of eight circular stories, of 
white marble, ornamented with rows 
le i columns and gradually narrowing in 
width from top to bottom.” 
But if 
opinions are divided as to the cause of 
the stability of the structure, still more 
are they divided as to the cause of its 
inclination from the vertical line. Some 
attribute this inclination to the subsi­ 
dence of the foundation, or sinking of 
rthe earth upon which it rests; while 
[others contend that the tower was built 
expressly with its present inclination as 
fm, specimen of the skill of the architect 
by whom thq structure was designed. 
jlJpon this question we cannot venture 
to more than hazard a conjecture; for our 
part we should be more inclined to 
^adopt the latter hypothesis were the 
stances of such designs on the part 
ledueval architects more mimer* 


T h e well-known 
sawdust swindle

The swindler confidentially confesses 
that he has a box full of the wonder­ 
ful counterfeits, and finally offers, with 
seeming reluctance, to pay his indebt­ 
edness with them, giving ten dollars 
for one. 
His only proviso is that the 
box shall not be opened until after his 
departure with the produce, and then 
nothing blit sawdust is found. 
The 
farmer usually keeps silence for the 
sake of his own reputation.

In attempting the improvement of 
our land by g re e n manuring, we need 
to know at what stage of growth the 
plants should be plowed down, forkier© 
is a stage of growth Then they hold the 
greatest quantity of organic matter 
beneficial to future vegetation, and also 
how deep it is to be buried in the soil. 
W’ith other attendant queries. 
The 
question also sometimes arises how 
plowing down only that which grows 
on the soil enriches it. 
We increase 
the capacity of a soil for production, 
frequently, by merely changing the 
combination, or locality in the ground, 
of essential elements. 
The plant ob­ 
tains some of its constituent elements 
from the air as well as from the soil; a 
portion also is drawrn from the subsoil. 
These elements form compounds, some 
of which are found in the sap, while 
others are found in the leaves and other 
parts. 
Some of these compounds are 
known to contain nitrogen, which is a 
promoting agent of decay. 
The de­ 
composition of one constituent induces 
other elements to leave their places and 
form new combinations. 
Thus matter 
goes through the process we term de­ 
cay, which, in reality, is only change. 
This decay, or change, takes place 
much more rapidly with green vegeta­ 
tion than with that which has ripened. 
If green vegetation is allowed to fall 
and decay in the open air, very much 
of it is lost to the soil in w'hich it grew, 
having passed off in the air; but if the 
green vegetable matter be covered in

WAI'Ii EK STK 
deeper vegetable matter is buried, the 
slower the process of decay. 
We thus 
save to our soil a portion of organic 
plant food by plowing under green 
vegetable matter at the * right stage of 
growth. 
In experience, and a course of many 
years’ observation, I have found that 
green 
manuring 
plants should be 
plowed under previous to coming into 
blossom, in order to obtain the largest 
benetit to the soil. 
I have noticed that 
some farmers, in order to obtain a large 
quantity to turn down, wait till a later 
stage. 
May not much of the difference 
of opinion of the value of green manur­ 
ing arise from this cause? On valuable 
land, near ready markets, the loss of a 
season, or even a single crop, would 
often pay for manure and hauling it 
from market; still in such cases there is 
much green vegetable matter, refuse, 
which might, instead of going to tho 
compost heap, or being left, as is too 
often the case, to waste away in the air, 
be lightly covered in the soil,doing much 
ooa. 
Even a small growth of some 
ind of grain, if sown very thick, would

H ealth and lf or. S3 P lants. 
The question so often raised as to 
whether it is healthy to keen plants in 
our living rotMus is answered by Dr. J. 
M. Anders in a recent number of tho 
Philadelphia Medical Times. 
Experi­ 
ments made by him show tho value of 
plants as natural aud perfect “ atom­ 
izers.” The average rate of transpi­ 
ration for plants having thin soft leaves 
—like 
geraniums 
and 
lantanas—is 
found to be an ounce and a half of 
watery vapor per square foot of leaf 
surface for twelve diurnal hours of 
clear weather. 
At this rate a great 
tree like the Washington Elm at Cam­ 
bridge, which has been estimated to 
have two hundred thousand square 
feet of surface, would exhale seven and 
three-quarter tons of water in twelve 
hours. The rate of transpiration for a 
house plant is at least fifty per cent, 
more than for one in the open air; and 
it is evident that a number of such 
plants must have a material influence 
on the humidity of the air in which 
they are kept. 
Experiments made by 
means of the hygrometer show con­ 
clusively that house plants may proper­ 
ly be classed as therapeutic agents. 
As to their unwholesomeness because 
of giving off carbonic acid gas at night 
it has been shown by experiment that 
it would require twenty thrifty plants 
to produce an amount of gas equiv­ 
alent to that exhaled by one baby 
sleeper. A practical application of the 
data gained by experiment is given in 
the carefully-prepared formula: Given 
a room twenty feet long, twelve feet 
wide, and ceiling twelve feet high, 
warmed by dry air, a dozen thrifty 
plants, with soft, thin leaves and a 
leaf surface of six feet square each.
